Hello SCDXC Members 


A couple of weeks ago, the ARRL advised that the FCC made a rule change that affects all of us ama- 
teurs. It used to be that if the FCC ever paid you a visit at your home QTH, the only paperwork you 
needed to provide was a copy of your FCC form 600 (your license) and your logbook. Effective as of May 
3 of this year, if you are setting up a new station or are newly licensed, on May 3, 2023, for already exist- 
ing stations, we now also need to provide a document that shows that none of the signals off our anten- 
nas exceed the permissible Radio Frequency Exposure limits. Basically, what this means is that while we 
amateurs used to be exempt from complying with the RF exposure rules, we now must show we comply 
with the exposure limits. Compliance is really fairly simple and quite straightforward. Essentially what we 
each need to do is create a spreadsheet showing the bands we operate and the distance folks need to be 
from our various antennas to be safety compliant with the long-standing safety regulation that recently got 
extended to amateur radio. The easiest way to do this is to go to the web page: 


and then just fill in the blanks and list the results in your spreadsheet. If this sounds confusing, there is a 
good, 2-page QST article on the topic that is probably the shortest introductory place to start, available in 
QST March 2009, pp. 70-71 at (www.arrl.org login required):
